He acquired the character of a 
Gentleman and a Scholar very early in life.

ties and education by travel into foreign 
nations; where, by a cloſe attention to the 
manners of people and the cuſtoms of 
countries, he acquired many of their virtues, 
without loſing any of his own. After 
his return to London, his wit and poetry 
ifitroduced him into thepoliteſt circles, and 
he ſoon became the darling of his cotem- 
poraries and the ptide of his friends.
